SALUTARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  FOR  1 %1  . 


RATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplies  to  three  villages  were  short 
during  the  gear  due  to  drought  or  other  causes.  The 
supplies  returned  to  normal  when  the  cause  of  the  shortage 
was  removed. 


Hawes  & Gayle. 

This  supply  wa--  short  on  one  occasion  due  to  a 
block  in  the  main  above  the  reservoir.  The  new  spring 
at  Yorburgh  is  proving  very  satisfactory. 

Burt ersett . 

The  high  part  of  this  village  was  short  on  one 
day  due  to  wastage  at  the  low. end  of  the  main. 

Bai abridge  & Worton . 

Attendants  have  been  appointed  to  look  after 
these  supplies. 

Rapp a Scaur . 

The  supply  for  this  village  again  failed  completely 
during  the  year  owing  to  drought*  A: new  spring  in 

Broomber  Pasture  was  obtained  and  a 'seheme  was  prepared 
which  includes  the  provision  of  a new  reservoir  at  a 
-higher  level  than  the  existing  one  as  this  does  not  allow 
sufficient  pressure  in  the  village.  Application  had  to 
be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply  for  permits  to  purchase 
the  required  piping  etc.  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  -was 
furnished  with  full  details  of  the  proposals.  The 
Regional  Engineer  of  the  latter  has  visited  the  site  and 
the  work  will  be  commenced  when  the  necessary  permits  and 
materials  are  received. 


Stalling  Busk . 

A new  reservoir  to  hold  a thousand  gallons  of  watSjp  has 
been  built  to  this  supply  and  a new  It  inch  main  laid  from 
this  to  the  village. 


MILK  & DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926 . 

A few  old  byres  have  been  reconditioned  on  modern 
lines  during  the  year.  This  work  and  the  erection  of 

new  buildings  is  now  almost  at  a standstill  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  materials  and  labour. 


FACTORY  ACT. 

Factories  in  the  district  are  inspected 
periodically  and  no  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Act.

Conversion  to  Water  Carriage  System. 

"Four  closets  of  the '"privy  type  have  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year.  The 
.sanitary  accommodation  at  the  elementary  school  at  Askrigg 
has  been  improved  and  converted  to  this  system  and  the 
"School  Type"  trough  closets  at  the  Council  School,  at 
Hawes,  have  been  replaced  with  separate  modern  water  closet 
basins  with  individual  flushing  cisterns. 


CAMPING-  SITES . 

One  licence  for  a camping  site  is  in  force.

Whe  repair  of  .to uses  is  ver3~  slo\7  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  supplies  and  labour  for  this  work. 

A joint  complaint  from  the  occupiers  of  four  houses 
under  the  one  ownership  in  Burt er sett  is  being  dealt  with 
and  the  owner  has  been  requested  to  put  then  in  habitable 
condition. 


FIRE  BRIGADES  ACT,  1938. 


The  Council's  Fire  Brigade  successfully  dealt  with 
fires  at_ Carperby,  Simons tone  and  Gayle  during  the  .year. 
The  two  latter  fires  were  in  the  village  refuse  tips* 

Static  Water  Dams  were  built  at  several  points  to 
provide  additional  supplies  for  firefighting. 

The  National  Fire  Service  took  over  the  Council's 
Fire  Brigade  during  the  year  under  the  Fire  Services  ‘ 
(Emergency  Provisions)  Act*  1 94.1 9 and  are  now  responsible 
for  this  service. 


MEAT  SUPPLY. 

All  meat  supplied  to  the  butchers  in  the  district  is 
now  slaughtered  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse  at  Leyburn 
which  serves  the  Leyburn  and  Aysgarth  Rural  Districts.  The 
Council  s Sanitary  Inspector  acts  with  the  Leyburn  Sanitar^ 
Inspector  in  the  inspection  of  this  meat. 

Twelve  licences  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act, 
1993,  are  in  force  in  the  Area. 


SALVAGE . 

Waste  paper  and  metal  are  collected  in  the  villages 
under  the  Council’s  Salvage  Scheme.  Approximately  13  tons 
of  paper  and  22  tons  of  iron  were  sent  from  this  district 
during  the  year. 

The  salvage  of  household  bones,  rubber,  and  rags  is 
now  being  commenced. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ifflnistry  of  Works  a schedule  of 
all  unnecessary  railin  s in  the  area  was  prepared  and 
forwarded  to  them. 


DECONTAMINATION  OF  FOOD. 


The . Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed 
Gas  Contamination  Oificer  and  has  received  instruction  in 
Guis  respect.  Ke  has  prepared  a scheme,  obtained 

suitable  buildings  and  recruited  personnel  for  this  purpose. 
All  is  now  complete  except  the  training  of  the  personnel  and 
the  County  Council  are  dealing  with  this  matter.
